T is surprising that women, whose skill in 
the art and practice of economy is pro- 
verbial, should have contributed little or 
nothing to all that has been said and written 
from time to time on the subject. of economics. 
This is, indeed, an art in which they can 
claim to be past masters, not so much from 
any particular bent, and not always from 
choice—for e>pnomy possesses singularly few 
attractions ior anyone—but, in the ~enerality 
of cases, from foree of circumstances. 

Every household, rich or poor, must have 
its economist—someone whose special duty it 
is to administer the family income to the best 
advantage. And in nearly every household 
the réle of the economist is filled by a woman 
——the housekeeper. The vast body of women, 
therefore, are economists—economists by pro- 
fession—and, with such practical knowledge, 
they should have something of value to say 
on the subject of economics as a whole. 


Necessary. Qualities. 

Only those who are themselves versed in 
housecraft can fully recognise and nee gp 
the hight and varied qualifications whith ; 
housekeeper must possess. The manager of 
the home concern must bring into play busi- 
ness acumen, organising power, executive and 
administrative ability “equal to that of any 
manager of a commercial concern, and in 
addition she must exercise that which no 
business man is called upon to give, an un- 
failing fund of affection and sympathetic con- 
sideration, for it is this that cements the 
whole structure we lovingly term ‘‘ home.’’ 

The most difficult and trying duty of the 
housekeeper is the making of the family 
budg As chancellor of the family ex- 
chequer, her budget is a greater achievement, 
in its own Way, ‘than that of the Chancellor 
of the national Exchequer, as she is con- 
fronted with heavier obstacles. For, whilst 
the latter has within the scope of his powers 
the raising ef the revenue he needs, the un- 
fortunate housekeeper is bereft of all equiva- 
lent power she has no control over the raising 
of the revenue finds to be necessary—and 
yet expenditure must be met!

LECTURE AT THE COLLEGE 
SURGEONS. 

A lecture on “ Rock Scribings in the Bronze 
Age’’ was delivered on Wednesday in the Roya! 
College of pe Dublin, by Professor ‘R. 
MacAlister, Litt.L “GS 

'The remarkable pictorial art of the Paleo- 
lithic Age, he said, did not survive into the 
Neolithic Age, though the baa ary of the latter 

eriod display no small technical skill in their 
ane i Probably several causes were 
operative in this, not the least being, most 
likely, a taboo against the representation of 
living forms. It is difficult to account for 
their absence otherwise. Among the chief 
manifestations of art in the Neolithic and 
Bronze Ages are certain scribings, at first 
sight seemingly random and dev ‘oid of any 
signification, engraved upon the surfaces of 
rocks and stones. 

*The chief problems which’ these scribings 
offer for consideration are their relation to the 
monuments end rock surfaces which they 
adorn and their significance. At the present 
stage of knowledge no one who wished to be 
taken seriously would venture to claim to have 
solved these problems completely. 

After exhibiting a number of slides the 
lecturer discussed the significance of these 

mbols. He showed the inadequacy of various

Com- 
pressed into six hundred and thirty-one 
pages, the authors have given us the 
history of “The United States from the 
discovery of the American Continent to 
the end of the world war.” Good history, 
it has been said, is a compound of poetry 
and philosophy, the portrayal of great 
men and great events, a tracing of causes 
and effects in such a way as to. indicate 
the moral and political development of a 
nation. To have done this effectually, the 
authors would have required more space 
than that afforded by the one volume 
before us. But in saying that their work 
does not conform to that high standard 
of criticism is not to condemn it. Within 
the limits which the authors imposed upon 
themselves, they have done their work 
efficiently and attractively. They have 
rapidly re corded the principal events 
in the history of the United States from 
the time when the first European set foot 
upon it.

THE BALKANS 

Mr. Miller has brought his able history 
of the Balkan States up to date by the 
addition of a fine chapter on the position 
of affairs 1896 to 1922. He devotes sixty 
pages to the consideration of such events 
as the tragic end of the Obrenovic dynasty 
in Serbia, the matrimonial alliance be- 
tween Montenegro and Italy, the grant of 
Parliamentary institutions to the warriors 
of the Black Mountain, the declaration. of 
Bulgarian independence, and the annexa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina in 1908. 

Probably this annexation was the matter 
which caused the explosion in 1914. 

We particularly admired the account 
Mr. Miller gave of the victories and the 
quarrels of the Balkan League in 1912-153, 
for here there was need of light and lead- 
ing, and the author supplies us with both. 
Of course, Mr. Miller outlines the changes 
wrought by the Great War. At last the 
whole of the Balkan Peninsula, with the 
exception of a part of Thrace, belongs to

POPULATION .PROBLEMS. 

More than a hundred years ago Malthus 
made a great discovery: The incessant 
conflict between two of the primary 
motives governing the conduct of mankind 
—procreation and appetite. He saw that 
mankind increased its mouths faster than 
the means to feed coca and he reduced 
the proposition to scientific form, im so far 
the data of his time could do it. 
Economic history had but begun. Quesnay 
and his “ Physiocrats’’ had started in- 
quiry, but Adam Smith had not yet been 


translated into French. ‘The statistician 
had not yet invented “index numbers.” 
How could Malthus foresee the wonders of 
industria] invention, which modified the 
terms of his problem by multiplying the 
means to live? Yet every new machine 
meant ultimately a proportionate increase 
in new mouths, so that the conflict 
tinues, no matter how perfect the produc- 
tive power. Every advance in the means 
to live is followed promptly by additional 
demands on it, and, like Omar, we “come 
out by the same door we came in, ' having 

“heard great argument.” For half a 
century Malthus was followed by the 
usual misrepresentation, with an unusual 
amount of vulgar inference. No thinker 
since Socrates has suffered more from the 
quack.

the exigencies of the Government service, and 
to maintain it at ite highest efficiency for 
technical education and the scientific require- 
ments of the Irish Free State. 

Sir John Griffith said that he had brought 
forward the motion in the hope of obtaining 
from the Government an assurance that thev 
had no intention of allowing the College, with 
its magnificent equipment, to be lost to the 
service of the Free State.. The College had 
been closed on the advice of the military 
wathorities in September last, and ever since 
rumour had been busy that the College was to 
be closed permanently, and its equipment dis- 
tributed among othér Colleges. The reply of 
the Minister for Agriculture to a question 
addressed to him on the matter led one to 
think that the Government looked on the 
College as something in the nature of a 
technical school 'nstead of a magnificently- 
equipped College, carrying on scientific and 
indastrial research work for the benefit of the 
country, The College possessed the finest 
modern equipment, which could not be removed 
to another building unless the latter ‘were 
specially prepared for it. A college to which 
students could go to complete training in 
civil engineering was a great acquisition to 
the city. Sir John spoke of the important 
part which the College of Science played in 
the industrial life of the country, and said 
that it was specially suited to form a centre or 
nucleus for Irish scientific and industriel re- 
search. It was a matter of national import- 
ance that such an institution should be main. 
tained, and they should, he added, for these 
reasons, use their influence to safeguard “ this 
great college.” i 

Senator sea mrgl geconding the motion, 
said that they did not want to embarrass 
the Government by asking them to restore the 
college immediately to the students. The 
equipment of the college was extremely valu- 
able, and all they desired was that it should 
be taken care of. ) 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that they did 
not want to stop the research work. They 
made every allowance for the difficulties of 
the time, and they ought to be indebted to 
the college authorities for their hospitality. 
He baped it was not far distant when the 
students would be restored to occupation of 
the college. He thought that Sir John 
Griffith need not trouble himself sbout

WORK OF THE COLLEGE. 

Senator Keane said that there was no act 
of the Government that met with more hostile 
criticism than that in connection with the 
College of Science, The College was en- 
gage in work of an unique character; its 

boratories were fitted up specially for that 
work. The past students of this College were 
to be found in every part of the world, and 
their knowledge had given them prominence in 
their positions. Throughout Ireland county 
surveyors and others connected with scientific 
pursuits were educated there, and it would be 
a great misfortune if the College was to be 
abolished or amalgamated with another 
college. The students had grievances against 
the Government, who were utilising it for 
clerical work, which could be transferred else- 
where. The professors, men of European 
fame, had grievances. Many of them had 
spent their lives there in the interests of 
science and of humanity. These men were 
being driven out. There was a sort of sus- 
‘sr ma that this was being done in the 
nterests of another college, which made the 
grievance of the students and fessors much 
stronger. He thought that the College 
should be restored’ to ite former pdsition, 
and allowed to carry on its excellent work. 

Mr. Yeate said that there was no grievance 
against the Government for occupying the 
College during the necessity of war, but 
there would be a grievance if the Government 
occupied the College if peace had been 
established. 

The resolution was passed unanimously, 

On the motion for adjournment, Colonel 
Moore said that he thought that they should 
meet regularly and do their work.

THE DAIL. 
MALICIOUS INJURIES. 
NEW BILL i BY 


PRESIDENT. 

The Speaker took tho chair at 5.10 p.m. 

President Cosgrave moved the second read- 
ing of the Criminal and Malicious Injuries 
(Amendment) Bill, 1923. He said that the 
delay in presenting the bill had been unavoid- 
able. The bill covered a very wide field and 
was divided into three parts, of which the first 
dealt with claims arising out of incidents that 
took place in the period from the lst January, 
1919, to the 1lth July—that was, from the 
date of the first meeting of the Dail until the 
Truce. The second part related to injuries to 
property done from the llth July to the 6th 
inst., the bill thus covering claims. from the 
Truce to the date of the circulation of the bill. 
[It would be remembered that a resolution was 
submitted to the Dail somewhere in September 
last, the terms of which were to the effect that 
it was intended to relieve loca! authorities of 
a considerable part of the burden of the 
damage done, and that a certain date would 
be fixed from Which no further liability would 
be accepted by the Government after the date 
laid down in the bill—that was, the 6th Feb- 
ruary. He took it that it would be generally 
accepted that that was a generous ‘nterpreta- 
tion of the promise made in the House at that 
time. Part III. was of a general character, 
and also dealt with personal injuries in the 
post-Truce period. e first part of the bill 
dealt only with the pre-Truce period, and, as 
deputies were aware, an international tribunal 
was dealing with cases which eccurred from 
January 1st, 1919, to July 11th, 1921. That 
arrangement, which was come to "between the 
British Government and the members of the 
Provisional Government, had been open to a 
good deal of criticism by reason of the delay 
that occurred in the preliminary stages in 
dealing with the cases. 

There had been much more expedition 
recently in dealing with the cases. A delay 
was also occasioned by reason of the fact that 
certain mortgages, assignments, and other ar- 
rangements had to be made, and the Govern- 
ment had to eaieguard iteelf in that connec- 
tion. The legal formalities occupied a certain 
amount of time. There was now no unneces- 
sary delay, but, having regard to the number 
of cases, some allowance should be made, and 
the course adopted recently had rendered it 
possible to have the cases much more expedi- 
tiously dealt with. The relief given to bád 
authorities was rendered possible only by 
reason of the facet that responsibility for the 
— in question was assumed either by the 

rish or the British Government. A consider- 
able mumber of awards had already been 
reported, and, with the improvements indi- 
cated, it was hoped that progress would now 
be satisfactory. In the persona] injuries cases, 
where decrees had been obtained before the 
iasue of the public notices payments were al- 
ready in course of being made at present. /As 
for other injury cases, it was proposed to gon- 
stitute an Irish tribunal to dea] with cased in 
which the British Government did not assgme 
liability. L$ 
POST-TRUCE CASES. 

Section 2 made provision for the post- 
The Compensation 
Commission did not deal with these post-Truce 
cases. The liability of the British Government 
for anything since the Truce in respect of such 
damage was not as in the pre-Truce days. It 
was necessary to provide other machinery to 
deal with such cases. The Government had 
come to the conclusion that no more aatis- 
factory method could be adopted than to leave 
these cases to go before the County Courts, 
in connection with which certain modi- 
cations had to be made. In these cases 
in normal times the defence had been 
IS in the hands of the local authorities. 

rovision was being made in the bill for the 
representation of the Ministry of Finance to 
contest the cases, and it would be observed 
that there was no compensation for consequen- 
tial lose. In the Criminal and Malicious In- 
juries Act special arrangements were made 
for consequential loss, and that was equitable 
in such cases. But the number of cases ord 
the magnitude of the loss was now ao great, 
that the Government would not be justified 
in making arrangements for consequential] Icss 
in a bill of this kind. Compensation would 
not he paid for certain articles—ornamenta! 
jewellery and loss of money. As a rule loss 
in these cases was rather difficult to establish, 
rand, generaliy speaking, insurance companies 
did not make provision for compensation in 
cases of auch loss. 

Clause 10 dealt with cases of damage to 
buildings, and made provision for the fulfil- 
ment of the conditions which a court might 
impose, requiring a building to be fully or 
partially reinstated. That principle was 
heing observed to some extent in the case of 
the Compensation Commission. The bill dealt 
with the method of the payment of compens1- 
tion. It was proposed to require applicants to 
accept a proportion of their compensation in 
the form of Government security He pre 
sumed that depnties would accept thie prin- 
ciple, which was the method generally adopted 
by Governments in dealing with payment af 
large sums of money—that vave an oppor- 
tunity for extending over a period the burden 
of meeting oblications of this sort. It was not 
expected that the securities issued would run 
for many years—a few years. It was con- 
templated that small claims up to £500 should 
he paid in eash, and half of the excess over 
£500 would be paid partly in cash, subject to 
a maximum of £2,000. 


LOOTED PROPERTY. 


In cases where a condition of the award 
was that a destroyed building. should be re- 
instated, it was proposed that compensation 
should be paid in cash by instalments as the 
work of re-building progressed. The Govern. 
ment did not propose to confer any local 
right in respect of looted property, but it 
would be provided that the judge might con- 
sider and investigate such cases, but instead 
of making an award he would report the re- 
enlt of his investigation to the Minister for 
Finance, and any subsequent compensation 
that would be made in respect of thet report 
would be in the nature of an ez-qratia grant. 
The Government did not commit themselves 
to anv definite view as to how far s grant 
should be made in these cases. Clause 9 dealt 
with the conduct of the applicant for com- 
pensation, and the legitimacy of the claim. 
Those persons who had been engaged in the 
destruction of property ought not to receive 
compensation, nor should people receive com- 
pensation for damage done by their friends, 
or people whom they support. 

Clause 8 dealt with railways, but the Go- 
vernment had not vet been able to anbmit a 
Clause dealing with compensation in their 
case. The railways were in a special position. 
The damage ‘to the railways was of such 4 
character that the Government felt that it 
wonld be unsuitable to have their claims dealt 
with inthe ordinary way by the County Court 
Judge. Arrangements for compensation had 
heen the subject of discussion between the 
tailway companies and the Government. A

LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 


Part UL of the Bill dealt with relief to 
be given to local authorities. These authorities 
were entirely relieved from liability in respect 
of the period from January, 1919, till July, 
1921. Ad<"'‘onal judges would be “se 
to assist the County Court Judges, if neces- 
sary, in making awards. The number of 
claims in certain areas was so large that some 
assistance must be given to the judges in 
certain cases. What were described as the 
vindictive clauses of the Criminal Injuries 
Acts of 1919-20 would be repealed, and no 
interest would be paid on the amount awarded, 
The bill involved the abolition of compensa- 
tion for murder, maiming, wounding, and 
such like. It was impossible at present to 
giye any approximate figure as to what the 
whole compensation would cost the State. 
Very extravagant and uwumreasonable claims 
had been put in, and the work of dealing 
with compensation in cases of that kind was 
not easy. The Government would deal fairly 
and justly with every ease, having regard to 
the resources at their disposal. 

Mr. Blythe seconded the President’s motion 
for the second reading of the bill. 


LABOUR'S VIEW. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he thought 
the section which dealt with the discretion 
of the judge in deciding whether applicants 
had any association with an; political body, 
would place difficulty in the way of the judge, 
and he hoped that this point would receive 
attention at the Committee stage. 
glad to hear that the Shaw Commission was 
going ahead with ite work much faster than 
it had done. He held that not only the 
buildings that were destroyed should be re- 
instated, but also that the machinery and 
lant which they contained should be re- 
placed. He had in mind the case of the Bal- 
briggan factory, for which 
of £40,000, 6 
awarded. Of that only £5,000 
was allotted for the rebuilding. What hap- 
pened was that the firm said—‘ We are pre- 
pared to forego the £5,000 for rebuilding, 
and we collar the remainder,” thus leaving 
the town without a factory, while the people 
in London had the money. He also hoped 
that consequential damages would be given to 
persons who had lost their property and 
business. 

He did not like the idea that it was only 
the loss of property that was to be com- 
pensated for, and that personal injury such as 
the loss.of a hand or an eye should not. He 
asked the Ministry to consider the matter of 
consequential damages and inju to the 
person. The main idea in the bill waa a good 
one, and he hoped that it would receive the 
second reading.

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

President Cosgrave, supplementing his 
previous statement, said that the idea in 
Clause 13 was that the only burden they 
would ask local authorities to bear in respect 
of damage done would be 6d. in the £ for 
five years. That money would go into the 
Road Fund, and would be used for repairing 
the damage done to roads and bridges. In 
order that the burden might not be heavy 
the jmpost would be spread over five years. 
It was not possible at present to estimate 
whether only trunk roads or all the roads 
should be dealt with. He believed that it 
would be admitted that it was a fair con- 
tribution to ask the local authorities to give, 
spread as it would be over five vears, to 
bring before their minds and the minds of 
the ratepayers of those districts what a 
useless thing this destructive microbe was. 

In certain districts very little damage had 
been done to roads and bridges, but con- 
siderable damage had been done to property, 
and therefore it would scarcely be fair that 
one local authority, having suffered no damage 
to its roads and bridges, should benefit by the 
expenditure of such a huge sum of money, 
which was not required by their local necessi- 
ties. They would put the money into cne 
fund, and the Road Board would administer 
it. In spite of recent criticisms, he did not 
believe that motorists could not afford to pay 
s heavier tax if the roads were put into 
better order for motor cars. 

Mr. Milroy (Cavan) said that it seemed to 
him that the bill was tod rigid in ite terms. 
There would probably be persons who would 
claim compensatjon for the destruction of 
property out of which they earned their liveli- 
hood, and there should be machinery for test- 
ing such claims. He thought that a clause 
should be inserted by which legitimateclaims 
should be paid, and which would bring legiti- 
mate consequential damages within the scope 
of the bill 

LEGAL EXPENSES. 


Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly) urged the cg 
to reconsider that portion of the bill whic 
dealt. with destruction done in pre-Truce days. 
He asked what proportion of the amounts 
awarded by the shaw Commission, or by any 
Commission set up since the Truce, had been 
used to cover legal expenses, as he had heard 
that in one case, where an award of £35,000 
had been reduced to £28,000, £8,000 was 
put down for legal expenses. He thought 
that the Government would be well advised 
to appoint a representative to go very closely 
into the basis upon which claims for the de- 
struction of railway property were submitted. 
He did not know, after all, whether the 
Government would not be better advised to 
hold over cases dealing with compensation 
to railways until such time as they were in 
a position to tell the House and the country 
what their policy was in regard to the future 
of the railways in this country. He also re- 
ferred to the hardship inflicted on people 
whose property, he said, had been destroyed 
by the British. : 

The President said that if the deputy gave 
him the names and addresses of such persons 
he would look into the cases. 

Mr. Figgis (County Dublin) said that he 
thought that the time given for the considera 
tion of the bill was not sufficient. The clause 
relating to consequential damage should be 
reconsidered, because, as it stood, it was ex- 
tremely harsh and inequitable. He thought 
that the methods proposed of raising securities 
inder this bill should be carefully considered. 
The method proposed seemed to him a casual 
method, which would not be beneficial either 
to the Government or to the persons receiv- 
ing compensation. 

DUBLIN CORPORATION’S VIEW. 

Alderman Byrne (South Dublin) eaid that 
with colleagues of his on the Dublin Corpora- 
tion he had discussed the bill, and had come 
to the conclusion that it was a most excellent 
bill from the Corporation point of view, but 
there were one or two aspects in which it 
might be improved, In regard to Sub-Sections 
3 and 4 of Section 10, it would be well to 
empower the local authority, as well as the 


applicant, to show reasonable cause why 4} 


full reinstatement condition should not be at- 
tached to the decree. It did not appear that 
any provision was intended to be made for 
compensation in the cases of injuries to the 
person or the taking of life, ond he thought 
that it would be desirable to put in & pro- 
vision to cover these cases, in many of which 
loss to the sufferer was even greater than 
would be the loss to the whole of his pro- 
perty. The bill made no mention at all of 
local authorities, or the part that they were ex- 
pected to take in helping to investigate and 
defend claims ; nor was any provision made for 
the very great cost that they would have to in- 
eur if they did ao seriously. The scheme of the 
bill wag that all the decrees should be paid 
by the Ministry, and that none of them 
should be borne by the local authorities, 
which were to make a contribution of 6d. in 
the £ for five years to the road fund. It 
would not be unreasonable to provide for such 
a contribution by local authorities, but as 
mattere stand, local anthorities had no 
financial interest in seeing that the claims 
were substantiated, and that only a fair and 
reasonable amount was included in the 
decrees for compensation, consequently it 
would not seem as if they had any encourage- 
ment to spend the local rates in making 
alaborate investigations, and employing ex- 
perts to check the acuracy of the claims made. 

A question might even arise as to the 
locue standi of local authorities on the hear- 
ing of claims for which they would not be 
pecuniarily responsible except as taxpayers, as 
distinguished from ratepayers. hat diff- 
culty might be removed by defining the duties 
of local authorities with regard to the defence 
of such claims, and by providing for payment 
of the costs incurred in doing so, especially 
the fees and expenses necessarily incurred in 
the employment of valuers, assessors, solici- 
tors, and counsel. In the absence of such 
provision it was likely that many. of the local 
authorities would be very slack in taking 
steps which would give them a considerable 
amount of trouble, and involve them in heavy 
expenditure. In the statement made in the 
Dail some months ago it was intimated that 
the burden of the investigation and defence 
of the claims would laid upon the local 
wuthorities. If that was still the intention 
of the Government it should be made clear. 

Mr. McBride (Mayo, North and West) spoke 
in support of the provision for the improve-

Mr. Cole (Cavan) said that he thought that | 


it might be possible to extend the powers in 
respect to road improvement, and he hoped 
that it would be made as far-reaching as pos- 
sible in that respect He ho that the 
road question would be looked upon from a 
national point of view, so that the roads 
might be kept up to @ ctandard. He was 
altogether in line with the proposals regarding 
the railways. 

Mr. Corish (Wexford) said that the roads 
in Ireland were a by-word,'and, unless the 
Government took them out of the hands of the 
Councils, he did not believe that they would 
be very much better. 

Mr. em Al (Carlow-Kilkenny) said that 
there must a radical system of road- 
making, and he thought that the time was 
ripe to deal with heavy traffic, otherwise 
heavy traffic would be the bankruptcy of the 
country under the present system. He 
thought they must make their roads after 
the Continental system, which made the roads 
to meet this traffic, 

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The Minister ior Local Government said 
that the money spent on roads would not be 
spent on ordinary maintenance, but for 
special repairs and improvements. The roads 
had been going down the hill for a number 
of years past, and if there was to be a 
normal development of heavy motor traflic in 
any sort of reasonable period the roads would 
be cut to pieces, It was necessary that very 
large sums should be expended in making 
the roads fit for heavy traffic. There were 

arts of the country where possibly nothing 

ut ferro-concrete foundations would do, and 
if that was to be done, it meant very heavy 
expenditure, indeed—greater expenditure 
than would be provided for, even by Clause 
13, and when members proposed to founda new 
drastic road policy on that clause, they were 
hardly allowing for the very heavy expendi- 
ture that would be required for the sort of 
licy suggested. Certainly, there would 
no sibility of carrying out improve- 
ments that were necessary, in the immediate 
future, except on the roads that were de- 
finitely artery roads. 

In regard to consequential damages, one 
reason why consequential damages had been 
left out of the bill was the samo as that 
for which compensation for Íosa of coin and 
bank notes were left out. Consequential! 
damages were very problematical losses, even 
where they were consequential losses. To 
include as -provision for consequential loss 
would open the gates for a flood of fraudulent 
claims, and even when there was no fraud, 
the State would be mulcted if they admitted 
the principle. Hé thought that if they ad- 
mitted the principle of consequential loss, 
they would find the country trying to live by 
that rather exploded method of gaining a 
livelihood by taking each other's washing. 

Mr. P. J. Ward.(Donegal) quoted instances 
in which he urged the payment of compensa- 
tion for consequential loss should be made. 


PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
HONEST APPRECIATION 
WANTED. 


President Cosgrave, replying to the criti- 


cism with regard to the payment of con- 
sequential loss, said that the House should 
realise that the Minister of Finance had not 
a free hand in dealing with this bill. There 
were limitations to the sbility of the people 
to bear this burden. Sooner or later it 
would come home to every Deputy in hat 
House, and to most of the public outside the

As to the duties of local 
authorities, the bill dealt with a very ‘are 
sum of money, which the ratepayers would 
have to pay, and the ratepayers and the local 
authorities were the taxpayers. He did not 
know, having regard to the enarmous number 
of cases involved, that it was fair for the 
local authorities to ask for any contribation 
in respect of expenses in this particular full. 
A particular focal authority had been re 
ferred to: that particular local authority had 
been dealt with generously, and was not in 4 
bad financial condition. The sooner every single 
nerson in the country realised that it, was his 
duty, as much as that of any soldier or 
civilian, to appréciate the difficulties of the 
country, the sooner there would be a beneficial 
effect. 

That House was so popularly constituted 
that the Minister of Finance had to stand 
against claims from all sides for competisation 
and so forth, as well as for the mí pg 
of industries. There was only one fund, and 
that fund was limited; and for the expend- 
ture the members of the House were as 
responsible as the Minister himself. As to 
the local funds, he calculated that the sum of 
money from local authorities in five years 
would be 14 millions, and he estimated that 
the whole of the sum for the next five years, 
bearing in mind what had been spent, would 
make up the balance of three millions of 
money during the whole five years. The one 
infirmity in the proposal was that the local 
authorities would say to themselves: ‘ This is 
a new source of income, and we need not 
agsess as much for roads as wo did last year.” 
He asked those deputies who were members of 
local authorities to impress upon these bodies 
to provide for the sn há normal expend!- 
ture as though this bill had not been passed. 
The local authorities should not look to this 
bill as a source of revenue. They wanted an 
honest appreciation of the bill, and of the 
particular section desling with local authori- 


ties. 
FORMER ACTS. 


There had been criticism of the repealing of 
the Criminal Injuries Acts of 1919-20 He 
thought most members of the House who had 
knowledge of local government for the last 
few years would hE é that these two Acts 
of 1919 and 1920 were the real cause of the 
sdlownfall of the Local Government Board ad 
ministered from the Custom House—it Was 
because of this huge imposition of an alien 
‘}overnment imposed on local authorities, and 
which the fon i authorities resented and re 
gudiated, and which they did not accept 
liability for Under these Acts soldiers, 
police, magistrates and other persons who 
were injured or killed, were a charge om the 
funds of the local authorities. That was t. 
real cause of the fight between the Local 
Government Board of Dail Eireann and the 
English Local Government Board. These Acts 
were unpopular, and the people denied their 
legality or morality. It was right that these 
Acts should be repealed, and the Govergment 
hoped to repeal them in this bill; but a 
tribunal would be set up which would deal 
with compensation claims which arose 
ordinarily. He did not know whether it was 
a fact that the payment of such compensation 
in the past was responsible for the very 
poor appreciation of the value of 
human life. If it were generally known that 
there would be no compensation for a life 
taken under such tragic circumstances AS il 
had been taken under during the last year or 
more, then it was quite possible that people 
would have hesitated about the taking of life. 
By setting up special tribunals to deal with 
this clase of claimns they were avoiding the risk 
of having conflicting decisions by county court 
judges in neighbouring counties. 

The bill passed its second reading. — 

The President. stated that the third read- 
ing of the bill would be taken on Thursday 
next. 

Mr. Johneon (Labour) said that would not 
give sufficient time to prepare amendments, 
and asked if there was any necessity for 
haste. 

President Cosgrave—There are a very large 
number of people who have had to leave the 
country in respect of whom we are not in a 
position to make any compensation at all. 
Once this Act passes we will be in a position 
to deal with them. I believe that the pri- 
vations that they have suffered are the sub- 
ject of adverse comment on us for not having 
dealt with them sooner.

THE ELECTORAL BILL, 


Mr. Blythe, speaking on the Report stage 
of the Electoral Bill, 1923, said that there 
were a number of amendments on the paper, 
most of them having been put in in conse- 
quence of undertakings given during the 
Committee stage. 

The consideration of several amendments 
was postponed till to-day. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, replying for the 
Minister of Defence to a question by Mr. 
Thomas O'Connell in respect of a claim made 
by Mesars.

The ill wind of Turkish arrogance has 
blown good to the Allies. It has brought 
France and Britain closer together, and, 
for the momen’, their differences about 
reparations have been lost from view. 
Those differences, however, cannot be for- 
gotten completely ; for every day France's 
difficulties in the Rhineland increase, and 
her folly in ignoring Britain is counsel 
becomes ‘more obvious. It-is clear now 
that our Ally’s chief object is not to get 
coal, or even reparations, but to break the 
Germans’ policy of passive resistance. The 
occupation of areas such as Baden, which 
do not produce coal, can have no other 
meaning. Is it not time for France to 
pause and revise her plans? The Germans 
are a stubborn race, and they can use their 
present tactics indefinitely. Coal is no 
use without transport, and the stifling of 
German industry merely makes the possi- 
bility of reparations more remote. Thus 
the occupation hurts not only Ger- 
many, but France, Britain, Belcium and 
Italy. Lord Curzon hes shown at 
Lausanne how considerate Britain is of 
French interests, and the time has come 
when M. Poincaré should give a quid 
pro quo. Common-sense demands that 
he should cut his losses instead of 
gambling with the peace and prosperity 
of Europe. Already the German indus- 
trialists have been compelled to draw upon 
their resources abroad in order to buy 
coal, and, with the slump in trade, the 
possibility of the German Government’s 
raising an internal loan for the payment 
of reparations is disappearing. 


Dogs. 

Though the. dog in its relation to man, 
its master, is the subject of any amount 
of literature, sporting, scientific, and merely 
sentimental, few people have any idea of 
the magnitude of what may be called, for 
want of a better term, the dog industry. 
There is now in full swing at the Agri- 
cultural Hall, Islington, the canine 
counterpart of the Balisbridge Horse Show, 
Cruft’s Dog Show, and some idea of the 
popularity, as well as of the diversity, of 
the dog can be obtained from a brief 
examination of the entries. The Kennel 
Club recognises’ eighty-seven official 
varieties of dog, and an enterprising 
hostess who wanted to keep her guests 
amused could set them to naming the 
classes—for every has a class at 
Cruft’s—and offer handsome prizes for all 
safe in the knowledge 
that no prize would be won. The number 
of entries in each class indicates the ex- 
tent to which the dog in question is in 
or out of fashion. Five hundred and 
three Alsatian wolf dogs top the list this 
year, Sealyhams coming next, bat far 
behind, with 338 entries. Black-and-tan 
terriers muster but twenty-eight entries, 
bloodhounds twenty-seven,mastiffs eighteen, 
and the pug that once panted obesely by 
every aristocratic fireside, a paltry fifty- 
six. As against the eclipse of these one- 
time favourites it is pleasant to note that 
the bulldog and the wire-haired fox terrier 
hold their own. The total number of entries 
this year at Cruft’s is nearly six thousand, 
a dog aristocracy rivalling the human 
aristocracy of any empire in numbers, and 
easily surpassing it in quality, variety, 
and charm,

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Air Mails. 


To the convinced pacifist it may seem 
that the third Air Conference which re- 
sumed its sittings at the Guildhall, Lon- 
don, yesterday, gave an undue share of 
its attention to the potentialities of the 
acroplane as a vehicle for destroying 
enemies at an incredible rate of speed, 
and in quantities that must appal the 
most truculent militarist that ever drew 
pen. Nowadays almost any engine or 
chemical discovery can be used for taking 
life, and our flesh is made to creep again 
and again as the many and revolting 
methods by which we shall be annihilated 
are recounted by the optimistic savants. 
Curiously enough there is no evidence that 
the next war will be delayed by half an 
hour by the published details of the re- 
volting carnage that will accompany it. 
Fortunately, peace has its conquests no 
less than war, and in these the aeroplane 
promises to play an even more prominent 
part. The conference rightly laid stress 
on the importance of air mails. The 
world, it was pointed ont, would always 
pay handsomely for the rapid carriage of 
its correspondence whatever limits might 
be presently set to man’s desire to travel 
at a high rate of speed. Incidentally, the 
value of air mails is at the moment of 
writing being illustrated in a very forcible 
manner to those who have friends in 
Southern Germany. Owing to the general 
strike of railroad workers the ordinary 
mails are taking ten days to reach Ger- 
many from Ireland and vice versa, and 
even then it is doubtful if all letiers posted 
are airiving, or only a favoured few. Let 
the correspondent, however, mark his 
letter “air post” and pat an additional 
twopenny stamp on it and it will get to or 
from the Khineland in a couple of days.

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INAMES WHICH HAVE 
BECOME WORDS 
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People Who Have Added 
to the Language. 


(BY A.D.) 
Fr that man, we have been told, thinks 


that all men are mortal but himself. 
That may or may not be trne; per- 
doubtful if it is. But 
even if we are finally convinced, much against 
our will, that we are not immortal, we 
should like, at least, to be remembered by 
those who come after us. There is scarcely 
any person who has no wish to achieve last- 
ing fame in some form or another. It may 
be as a poet, it may be as a statesman or a 

warrior; each to his taste, but we all beg of 
history to take note of us in some way. Alas! 
the future will care very little about. the 
majority of us; even those of us whose names 
are famous now may soon be forgotten. 


Giving a New Word. 


There is, however, one way m which a man 
may be remembered—even against his will— 
by posterity. The names of certain m- 
dividuals will never be forgotten, because they 
have actually ‘passed into the common 
language as everyday words. In some the 
name is remembered though its bearer has 
long since ceased to be of interest. Who, 
for example, knows, or cares, about the 
identity of Burke? I do not, of course, re- 
fer to the celebrated statesman, but to the 
man who, in the year 1829, was executed for 
smothering persons in order fo sell their 
bodies for the purpose of dissection. His 
name is a rather curious example of a word 
which has slightly “improved "* in meaning, 
for “to burke” is now only used figuratively. 


The Lynches. 


There are at least two claimants to the not 
very enviable position of originator of lynch- 
ing Some authorities would give the 
honour to neither , Maintaining that the word 
comes from an old Anglo-Saxon verb “ linch’ 
—to beat with a club. I think, however. that 
I am inclined to favour the claims of one of 
the two gentlemen. It is a little difficult to 
choose between them; both of them wcre 
stern men, ready to mete out justice, or, 
perhaps, retribution, go soon = the 
demanded. The first, James Lynch. was the 
Mayor of Galway. It is ad that 
in 1495 ° he h anged his own aon 
out of the window for -robbing and murdering 
strangers, ' without martial or common law. 
to show a good example to posterity.” The 
other Mr. Lynch was a seventeenth century 
Virginian farmer; he used to indulge the 
practice of tying any evildoer whom he 
caught to a tree and flogging him; he 
apparently did not consider it worth his while 
to await legal assistance. With such in- 
teresting people as these, why look for Anglo- 
Saxon words? 


Other Verbs. 


Of the other people who have given verbs 
to the language, there is the unfortunate 
Captain Boycott, the Irish landlord, whose 
name is known universally, and McAdam, 
who, early last century, advocated a certain 
style of road making, which is now, of course, 
cnown all'the world over. There is, too, 
the Frenchman, Guillotin, who invented the 
terrible machine which still bears his name. 
I have -beén told that Doctor Guillotin him- 
self suffered death from his own inyention— 
the moral is obvious,

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SPIES AND THEIR 
WORK. 
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(BY SIR FREDERICK MAURICE.) 


The recent announcement of the arrest of 
an Italian military spy at Zagreb, in Jugo- 
Slavia, is, unless my memory is at fault, the 
first report since the war of ‘such an incident, 
common enough before 1914. 

The cynic is not likrely to lose the oppor- 
tunity of pointing out that this incident has 
taken place between two nations goth of 
them members of the League of Nations. It 
is one more instance of the incompleteness of 
the gharantees of securily which the Leagne 
at present offérs, and of the urgent necessity 
for making them "ough. It shows also 
that. unless, and until, these guarantees are 

made corhplete, the conditions of 1913 will 
ll 'kly be reproduced | in Europe. 


While it is béas agre i that the spy 
system is objectionable, it is usually held to 
be an unpleasant necessity, failing some 
arrangements. For this reason in the years 
before the war the Continental nations main- 
tained elaborate military secret services, on 
which they expended large sums of money. 
In particular, the German military secret 
service was supposed to be elaborate and 
highly efficient, while grave anxiety was often 
ex pressed because we had no secret service 
on anything like a cortesponding seale. The 
number of stories of the activities of German 
spies in this country in the years preceding 
the war was legion. 

Now, in point of fact, one of the lessons 
of the war is the surprisingly small value of 
the information obtained by military spies in 
time of peace. I doubt if any commander 
on either side obtained from that source any 
information which was of real value to 
him in making his original plans 
or in fighting his first battles with the 
single exceptian of the information Germany 
obtained as to the state of the Belgian for. 
tresses, and of the best way of attacking 
them. 

The German epies in this country produced 
nothing of any value to the German Generals 
at the outbreak of war. Our _ connter- 
espionage practically killed their spy system 
'n this countrr on mobilisation.

For some years before the war our Genera! 
Staff had arranged with the French General 
Staff that if we were to send an expeditionary 
force to the help of France, the bulk of it 
would land at Havre, which would he our 
main base in France, and the accommodation 
et Hivre was carefully surveyed by us for 
that purpose. 

Our Expeditionary Force began landing at 
Havro on August 10, 1914, and it began to 
move forward to its place of concentration 
near Maubeuge on August 14, the concentra- 
tion of this mass of troops being virtually 
complete by August 20 

Of this movement the Germans were in 
complete ignorance. On August 20 Von 
Moltke told Von Kluck, who was marching 


towards Mons :— 

*‘Disembarkation of the English at 
Boulogne, and their employment from 
direction of Lille must be reckoned with. 
The opinion however, is that largo 
disembarkations have not taken place.’ 

It was not until the battle of Mons had 
been raging for several hours that Von 
Kiuck was aware that he was confronted by 
our Expeditionary Force, while,.as late as 
Angust 27, he still believed that we had dis- 
embarked at Calais and Boulogne, 
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MR. CHURCHILL AND 
DUBLIN. 
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FAMILY ASSOCIATIONS, 


On the occasion of the State entrance into 
Dublin in the month of December, 1876, of 
His Grace the Duke of Marlborough as Lord 
Lieutenant. of Ireland, spectators in the 
streets noticed in one of bee carriages of the 
Viceregal procession a little child, a boy, 
and speculation was “i as to his re- 
lationship to the Viceroy. He was Winston 
Churchill, son of Lord Randolph, and grand- 
son of the Duke, and was then aged two 
years. Mr. Chorchill came many years later, 
and gave an address in the Rotunda in con- 
nection with the Boer War anu some part 
that he had in it. Since then he has played 
many parts in the affairs of State, and now 
we are to hear at first hand his account 
of the great war and “‘ The World's Crisis.”’ 

Coming from a long line of illustrious en- 
cestors, Mr. Churchill is an interesting per- 
sonality, but the name that he bears has an 
association with Dublin and Ireland that may 
we be remembered by everyone. Goina 
back to the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, there was set up in Dublin a Court of 
Claims, before which any persons who 
had been, for any cause, dis- 
possessed of their land or property could 
appear and put in a petition for its restora- 
tion, and one of the Commissioners of this 
Court of Claims was Sir Winston Churchill, 
the father of the great Duke of Marlborough, 
and, therefore, a direct ancestor of the present 
day statesman of the same name. Thjs Sir 
Winston resided, we are told, in Dublin, pre- 
siding over the Court of Claime in Bridge 
street—at that period quite a genteel place of 
residence, and convenient for the purpose of 
his business. 

Another of these Commissioners was Sir 
John Trevor, “‘ Secretary Trevor, as he was 
called. He was appointed in January, 1671, a 
member of the Committee to report upon the 
petition of the Irish owners dispossessed by 
Cromvell. Among those who obtained back 
their pr operty before the Court of Claims was 
the celebrated “touch doctor,” Valentine 
Greatrskes, when, with Sir Amos Meredith,

MR. LIAM DEASY’S SIGNED 
STATEMENT. 

Liam Deasy, ‘‘ Deputy Chief of Staff” cf 
the irregulars, was arrested by a Cahir 
column of troops at Ballinkurry, on the 18th 
ultimo, under the name of John Hurley. 

He was at first unidentified, but law his 
identity was established. He was tried by 
court-martial on the 25th ult., charged with 
having in his possession, without proper 
authority, one long parabellum revolver and 
twenty-one rounds of ammunition. He was 
found guilty and sentenced to death, which 
sentence was duly confirmed; but before it 
was carried out Deasy requested an interview 
with the Commander-in-Chief, stating that it 
was “‘for the future of Ireland,” and in- 
timating that the question of peace had been 
having his consideration prior to his arrest. 

In view of the position which he held in 
the irregular forces, arrangements were made 
to convey Deasy to Dublin, where the situa- 
tion was discussed with him, and on the 29th 
ult, he was facilitated in forwarding the 
following communication to certain of his 
associates, al] executions being suspended, for 
a period, pending developments. 

The communication reads as follows :— 

I have undertaken, for the f ‘ture of Ire- 
land, to accept and aid in an immediate 
and unconditional surrender of all arms 
and men, and have signed the following 
statement :— 

I accept, and J will aid in immediate 
end unconditional surrender of all 
grma and men, as required by General 
Mulcahy.

The following statement, which Mr. Deasy 
has requested permission to have published in 
explanation of his personal position, was re- 
ceived late, and is released for publication 
by the Army Council, nebaithetanting that it 
reg rs statements and insinuations contrary 
to tact: 


MR. LIAM DEASY’S STATEMENT. 


4 p.M., Sra Fesravanr, 1923. 
1—Being informed of the publication of a 
document, signed by me on the 29th 
January, I take this opportunity, to state my 
position and the reasons which prompted me 
to take this action. 
—-The facts are as follows :—Previous to my 
arrest, which took place on the 18th 
ultimo, I favoured the taking of steps that 
would bring about a cessation of hostilities— 
my reason will be explained further in this 
note. Asa prisoner, I could not at first see that 
any results would be forthcoming, Tealising 
was an ordinary “casualty,’’ and not in the 
same position to advocate a definite line of 
action as if I were an active afficer. How- 
ever, my own responsibility eventually 
dictated my attitude in deciding to act. 

On the 24th ultimo I formally applied to 
the Commander-in-Chief, Free State Army, 
for facilities enabling me to get in touch with 
certain of my colleagues outside, with a view 
to bringing about the termination of the pre- 
sent conflict. To this I got no reply. 


A STAY OF EXECUTION. 

On the 25th ultimo my trial before a Com- 
mittee of Officers took place, and on the 
evening of the 26th I was formally notified of 
my execution on the following morning. I 
then asked for a stay of execution and an 
interview with the Commander-in-Chief, bus 
was informed by the latter that, in view of 
mine of the 25th, the execution would not be 
suspended unless I agreed in writing to the 
immediate and unconditional surrender of al! 
arms and men, and to have orders issued 
accordingly. I replied that acceptance of 
these conditions was not possible, but was pre- 
pared to advocate a cessation of hostilities. 

At 4 a.m. a further offer was made—execu- 
tion would be suspended on my acceptance in 
writing of the Cs marmhoh “I will aid in the 
Tag, cg and unconditional surrender of al! 
arms and men as required by General Mul- 
cahy.”’ 

This offer I felt was an impossible one, 
particularly in view of the very strong posi-

I had, however, no alternative. My aim was

cumstances was not a free one, but my duty 
to those to whom I was responsible was the 
chief consideration, and the national position, 
in my opinion, demanded the taking of a de- 
finite line of action. 
WIDENING THE BREACH, 

4-—As one of the people who endeavoured 

to prevent this war, but who felt at the 
time, and still believe, there was no other 
alternative, once the fight was forced, but to 
resist what it meant to impose, I have aimed 
at its ending during every, possible period 
since it began. 

My hopes of a termination on a basis of 
army unity were held until very shortly be-

The hope of unity against the common foe 
has no immediate prospects. If anything, a 
continuation of present conditions will only 
widen the present breach to an extent that 
years won't overcome,

5—The conflict, as it appeared to me before 
arrest, was developing more to a fight for 
supremacy between two sides, as a result of 
which the hopes entertained for the achieve- 
mnt of national freedom were gradually being 
submerged.

BRITISH ‘ADMIRAL 
WARNS THE TURKS,

The Allied warships have not withdrawn 
from Smyrna Harbour, as demanded by the 
Turkish Governor. On the contrary, the 
hight cruiser Curacao, with Rear-Admiral 
Wilmot Nicholson on board, and the French 
gunboat, Dedargneuse, and destroyer, Somali, 
have entered the harbour to support the 
Allied ships already there. 

Admiral Nicholson went ashore and told 
the Turkish Commander quite bluntly that 
the Powers do not recognise the ''order ” to 
withdraw, and that if the Turks commit any 
hostile act he would return their fire. 

In addition to the British and French war- 
ships at Smyrna, the Dutch cruiser, Van 
Tromp, an Italian cruiser, and an American 
gunboat, have entered the harbour and 
anchored. The super-Dreadnoughts, Resolu- 
tion and Emperor of India, have arrived at 
Mitylene, which is within a few hours’ sail 
of Smyrna. 

The Turkish Governor of Smyrna again 
extended the time limit for the withdrawal to 
noon yesterday, after which he threatened to 
use force, but telegrams received late last 
uight stated that no incident had occurred, 


FRENCH COLONY TO LEAVE. 
An Exchange message from Paris says that 
the Quai D’Orsay has received very alarming 
reports from the French Consul at Smyrna, 
who cables that’ the Turkish population are 
in an ugly mood, and are threatening all 
foreigners. The Consul asked for authorisa- 
tion to embark the entire French Colony on 
the liner Pierre Lot and the French cruiser. 

A Reuter telegram also says that the French 
Cousul at Smyrna has applied to the Vali 
(Governor) for permission to embark French 
subjects, who are desirous of leaving on board 
the Pierre Loti, and that the Vali has eplied 
that he raises no objection. No immediate 
steps are being taken to remove the British 
colony. There are only abont twelve British eub- 
jects there, who went at their own risk to look 
after their private interests. Should necessity 
arise, no difficulty would be experienced in 
getting them away. 


TIME LIMIT PASSED. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

A Constantinople telegram, despatched at 
2.45 p.m. to-day, indicates that as the time 
limit fixed by the Turks for the Allied war- 
ships to leave Smyrna Harbour expired at 
noon to-day, the Harbour has been closed 
by mines. Commercial steamers can, how- 
ever, enter with pilots.

On the adjournment of the Dail yester- 
day General Mulcahy (Minister for Defence) 
made a statement on the Ballyconnell 
attack. 

He admitted that the newspaper repérts 
on the subject ee substantially accurate. 

The situation was complicated by two 
difficulties—one geographical, the other 
political, The geographical] difficulty lay 
in the mountainous nature of the country, 
which afforded shelter for flying bands. 
The political difficulty lay in the circum- 
stance that members of the Army, in viola- 
tion of its spirit and discipline, had carried 
on negotiations with certain of these men, 
believing them to be less black than they 
were painted, and thinking that they meant 
to settle down. 

The Army authorities would do their 
best to see that such an attack should not 
recur. 

A sort of madness was abroad. The 
Nenagh incident he could not yet explain, 
as he had not received particulars; but a 
message from the officer at Limerick stated 
that the newspaper reports had been 
“ grossly exaggerated.” 

It was impossible, with an Army of only 
55,000 men, to.saieguard the whole country 
against such occurrences. 

The Government could not tolerate armed 
opposition. The only way of dealing with 
the men concerned in these attacks was 
to try them when they caught them, and 
to execute them if found guilty. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson expressed the hope 
that the Minister for Defence would be 
able soon to make a much more detailed 
statement on the Army and the general 
situation. Especially the House desired 
to know what steps were being taken to 
remedy the general inefficiency of the 
Army.

THE DISCUSSION. 


STATEMENT BY GENERAL 
MULCAHY, 


On the motion for adjournment, 

General Mulcahy, Minister for Defence, re 
ferred to the attack on the village of Bally- 
connell, Co. Cavan, which was mentioned on 
Wednesday by Deputy Milroy. He said that 
the particulars of the attack, as published in 
the newspapers, were eubstantially correct, 

The othcial report which he had received 
stated that on the morning of the 5th inst. 
at about 7 o'clock a party. of about 50 irre 
gulars, fully armed and with machine guns, 
entered the town. They broke into Richard- 
son's grocery shop, from which an assistant 
named William Ryan, of Kilbracken, Bel- 
turbet, was taken out and shot. One of the 
proprietors , William Owens, was badly 
wounded, his thigh being broken. The house 
of John Drew was next entered, and John 
McGrath was taken out and mortally wounded. 
Quantities of goods were also taken. The 
motor premises of another merchant were 
entered, blown up, and then burned, and 
some Ford cars were taken away. The post 
office was also raided and the instruments 
were smashed. 

The irregulars fired many shots and broke 
windows. A train was “held up” outside 
the town and a couple of shots were fired at 
it The irregulars remained in the town 
about 35 minutes and then left. They travelled 
in lorries and Ford cars, and apparently went 
back to the Arigna Mountains, where they 
have been hiding for some time 

The National troops in Belturbet got word 
of the raid, and set out in tramsports, and, 
joining up with forces from Cavan, they pro- 
ceeded to Ballyconnell, where they arrived 
shortly after 9 o'clock. hey followed the 
irregulars as far as Ballinamore, but failed to 
get in touch with them. The raid was evi- 
dently a reprisal for the shooting of a looter 
named Cull, who, with a number of others, 
was caught by some officers who were in the 
area. The gang of irregulars have been in the 
mountains for several months, and recent hap- 
penings in Ballinamore and Ballycullen were 
their work. 


GEOGRAPHICAL AND POLITICAL. 

These were the details of the matter so far 
as he was able to get them.

Theso two days have given the staff, par- 
ticularly Mr. Lucas and Mr. Mace, a most 
necessary respite, which has enabled them 
to make considerable progress with the work 
of dealing with the contents of the *arcus 
boxes with which the laboratory in Seti 
Tomb is at present crowded. ya 

They have now completed the examination 
of the contents of the wooden casket, on 
which are wonderful, painted scenes, depicting 
the King and his courtiers hunting a i.on, 
an antelope, & wild ass, an ostrich, and otier 
African desert fauna, and showing him in 
battle against Asiatic and Ethiopian enemies. 

On the ends are symbolical scenes of the 
Monarch represented in the form of human- 
headed sphinxes, trampling on his enemics. 
The contents of this casket, comprised the 
King’s robes which are of the finest material 
and decorated with elaborate bead and yold 
work of lapis lazuli and torquoise; several 
pairs of sandals in rushwork and leather, 
elaborately ornamented with inlaid gold work 
of surpassing beauty; a large amber rm lace, 
and a faience collarctte of exquisite floral 
design. 

Most of these articles, particularly the 
fabrics, were in a most perishable condition, 
and their examination and treatment ave 
necessitated iong and tedious work. 

This, however, has now been concluded, 
and the objects are all packea, and made 
ready for transport to Cairo, where they will 
undergo farther investigation. 

Work has now been etarted on another 
chest—namely, a woode: box, painted red. 
On the lid was found oue of the Kings 
faience collarettes, and a number of faience 
rings strung on a roll of linen. Inside there 
was on top a large robe of woven tapestry 
fabric in a perished condition, though some- 
what better than the fabrics previously found, 

Sewn on this robe in the centre is 4 
magnificent finely-wrought silver and gold 
scarab buckle, so arranged as to take the 
form of the King’s cartouche, and inlaid with 
turquoise, lapis \azuli, glass, and cornelian. 

This robe is a most magnificent piece of 
work. It has been lifted out with some diffi- 
culty from the box, and under it have been 
exposed various objects not yet completely 
identified, but including silver covered boome- 
rangs, a bronze snake inlaid with gold, and a 
number of violet faience libayion vases bear- 
ing the protocol of the King. 

These vases and cups are a portion of the 
original contents of the box, as is indicated 
by the hieratic docket upon the lid, but, like 
the robe, mixed in “with these original con- 
tents are other objects thrown in by the 
Necropolis officials who visited the. chamber 
after the robberies, and put into the nearest 
box, irrespective of its inscription, articles 
which the robbers had cast on the floor in 
their search for more valuable and more 
portable meta] objects. 

These extraneous objects are for the most 
part in the nature of jewellery, and among 
them, as far as the present investigation has 
gone, the finest appears to be a covering in 
gold and inlaid stone and glass which looks 
as though it had been a sort of. coat of maul. 

Owing to the weakness of its threads this 
covering had broken up and fallen into many 
pieces, so that its exact design and the 
purpose for which it was intended cannot be 
stated with certainty at present. 

It is now being picked ont piecemeal—a 
tedious process, which requires much time, 
patience, and skill; and it is hoped that it 
will be possible to string it on new threads 
and to reconstruct it. 

Until that procedure has been completed it 
will be impossible for anyone, no matter how 
expert, to say what this covering really is, 
or what the nature is of the other objects 
remaining in the box 

This question of identifying the articles, as 
also of establishing the historical or personal 
data from the various objects found in the 
antechamber, is one oí the most difficalt 
problems confronting Mr. Carter and his 
assistants. 

As has been pointed out several times 
already, the history of the period to which 
these chambers belong ig most obscure. Very 
little is known about it. 

Consequently, while there is every possi- 
bility that considerable light will be thrown 
on it by this discovery, the greatest care has, 
naturally, to be taken in making public any 
deductions. The position of the objects and 
their relation one to another play a great 
part in identification, etc., and the raanner 
in which the contents of the chest and boxes 
have been disturbed and mixed up renders 
thia work most difficult. 

Often a deduction made from one collection 
of objects has to be corrected in the light of 
information derived from the closer examina- 
tion of subsequent objects 

Some of the most interesting things now 
under examination are the fabrics, among 
which is a quantity of woven tapestry fabrics 
—that is, linen into which patterns have been 
woven—of which various specimens have been 
found in the: boxes so far opened. 

Much of them is in a perished condition, 
but is capable of reconstruction. The only 
specimens of such work previously found have 
been a collection of a few small paeces, now 
in the Cairo Museum, which were found by 
Mr. Carter in the tomb of Thothmes IV. in 
1902-3. 

These pieces are a thousand years earlier 
than any other piece known, and are finer by 
36 strands to the warp than any other ever 
made. Up to the present moment the strands 
of the specimens found in Tutankhamen’s ante- 
chamber have not been counted, but they are 
certainly of the finest texture, and since the 
period of Tutankhamen is reputed to have 
been the zenith of Middle Empire industry 
and art, there is everv reason to expect that 
they will be at least of equal fineness to those 
found in the tomb of Thothmes IV. 

To-day again there was no work at the 
tomb. and the approach thereto for the first 
time ‘since the removal of the coutents began

stantinople, and the efforts which he had made 
to establish relations at Mudania in order to 
reach a peaceful settlement. 

He considered this refusal to accept his 
word of honour as extremely discourteous, and 
unworthy of the Turkish nation. 

Selah-ed-Dinarif promised that he would 
again represent General Harington’s views to 
the Angora Government.—(Press Association 
Special Correspondent.)

than that of the outer chamber—the only 
view of which at present ‘is through a small 
hole near the floor made by the ancient 
robbers. 

Through this hole only a privileged few so 
far have been permitted to peer in with an 
electric light bulb in hand. In these circum- 
stances an approximately complete catalogue 
of the objects in the annexe cannot be given, 
but the following are some of the most con- 
spicuous articles — 

There dre several statuettes, apparently 
carved in stone, some of which seem to be 
figures of Hapi adapted to make vases. [Hapi 
was the god of the Nile, and one of the 
guardian deities of the dead.} There is 
more than one gaming board like a chess- 
board, with black and white squares, ap- 
parently inlaid in ivory. There are boxes, 
all more or less elaborately painted or decor- 
ated, but closed, and it is impossible to con- 
jecture the nature of their contents. 

There are more alabaster vases, which vie 
in beauty with those already found in the 
outer chamber. There is also a great quantity 
of articles of pottery or faience, including 
vessels of a vatiety of shapes, presumably for 
table purposes and sacerdotal uses. 

Some gilded poles appear to be part of the 
canopy, sections of which, as already told, 
were found in the outer chamber, and which 
is believed to have been taken by the King 
on his travels, to be set up as a shelter when 
he stopped to rest or give audiences. 

There are a number of woven baskets, seem- 
ingly of the finest kind, and funerary boats 
of various sizes, such as were habitually 
buried with the dead to assist them in cross- 
ing the water surrounding the Elysian fields.

household furniture from the Palace, such as 
carved gilded bedsteads, chairs, and beadwork 
hassocks:

The text of the Local Government (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Bill, introduced in the 
Dail by Mr. Blythe, Minister of Local Govern- 
ment, on January 12, has now been issued. 

The bill consists of 21 clauses and four 
schedules, 

The bill, es was explained by Mr. Blythe 
in his speéch introducing it, Ís intended to- 
reguiarise and -legalise certain radical steps 
taken’ during. the past year or two by the 
Local Government’ Depattment “of “Dail 
Fireann. Workhéuses tere abolished, Voards 
of guardians ceased to -iunction, and new 
schemes were put in fofce im various counties, 

The bill will legalise, with certain necessary 
alterations, the schemes already in operation, 
and will empower the setting up of others in 
counties where no scheme at present exists. 

Clause 7 defines the powers of . county 
schemes as follows : = 

(1) A county scheme may provide for the 
abolition of atiy ‘board of ‘guardians; cotnty 
hospital committee, county infirmary com- 
mittee, or any other body existing in the 
county: to which fhe éounty scheme ‘relates 
and exercising functions úad with thé 
relief of the poor in that county. 

(2) When any such board, committees, of 
other body as is mentioned in the foregoing 
sub-eection is abolished ‘under & county 
scheme, then and in every such case on and 
efter the date on which such county scheme 

hall come or is deemed to have come into 
operat on :— 

(a) All the property of such board, com- 
mittee, or other body shall pass tu and vest 
in and be held in trust for the council of the 
county to which such county scheme relates;

ESCAPE. 

HEARTLESS ACTION AT 
CLONSTLLA.

Fires started by armed men in Clonsilla 
early yesterday morning. caused the partial 
destruction of a cottage rented by Mr. Hugh 
Gore from Mrs. Dewhurst, a hay shed also 
belonging to Mr. Gore, and another hay shed 
belonging to Mrs. Steed, in the same neigh 
bourhood. 

Mr. Thomas Daly, the caretaker of .the 
cottage, and his wife ‘and twelve inonths’ old 
baby, wete locked in one of the rooms, and 
the. raiders left them there after the house 
was alight.. They escaped through a pantry 
window en the ground door, and were unin- 
jured. 

The dwelli nghouse, which is known as 'The 

Cottaze,”"’ ‘stédd in ita own ground, a few 
hundred yards from the main road. It was 
occupied “by Mr. Thomas Daly and his wife 
And child, in the absence of Mr. Gore, but 
when the incendiaries entered it only ‘Mra, 
Daly and her child were there. 

It appears that four armed men went to 
the cottage at 6.50 o'clock on Wednesday 
evening and ordered Mrs. Daly into a room, 
where they made her a prisoner. On the 
arrival of her husband a man armed with a 
revolver put him into the room with his 
wife and child, and the door was locked. 

The raiders. appéar to have remained in the 
cottage all night, and to have helped them- 
selves to food. No doubt remains that they 
had made preparations to burn the dwelling, 
as fumes of petrol could be smelled afier they 
had left. 

At about 6.30 yesterday morning Mr. T. 
Kelly, a neighbour, was awakened by the 
barking of his dog, and saw the bnrning hay- 
shed. He noticed, he said, a li light in the 
cottage, and he went to raise an alarm. 

A NEIGHBOUR’'S EXPERIENCE. 

Mise Wall, who lives close to the cattage 
told an Irish Times representative yesterday 
that the cottage ‘vas on fire when she came 
out at 6.30. At that time Mr. Daly, the care- 
taker, was breaking out of one of the windows 
and getting out his wife and baby. Mrs. Daly 
and her child were taken into Mrs. Mangan’s 
house, not far from the cottage, and Mr. Daly, 
Mr. Wall, and hia eon Joseph, Mrs. Kelly, 
Mr. Mangan. and Miss Wall removed as much 
of the furniture from the house as possible. 
At that time only the hack dining room was 
on fire. The telephone wires had either beer 
blown down or cut, and only means of 
eomitnunicating with the Dublin Fire Brigade 
was by sending a message from the railway 
station to Broadstone, and from Droadstone 
by tolephone to the Brigade Station.

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IRELAND'S UNDEVELOPED 
RESOURCES. 

A paper on “The Economic Development 
and Co-reiation of the Power Resources of 
lreland ” was read at a meeting of the Irish 
Centre of the Institution of Electrical En- 
gineers at the Physical Laboratory, Trimity 
College, Dublin, last night, by Mr. »” IMs 
Tweedy Mr. E; C. Handcock, M.1LB.BE., 
presided. 

Mr. Tweedy said that there were certain 
conceptions that must be forced into the 
minds of Irishmen by persistent suggestion 
unti] a new generation arose that had grown 
up in the atinosphere of those conceptions. 
Among them were that Ireland could become 
& seli-supporting, highly industrialised land, 
without degenrating into a squalid, grimy, un- 
healthy and generally loathsome black 
country. He saw that ireland possessed raw 
material. of industry, that had agricultural 
ossibilities, whith ‘vould enable her to rival | 
he prosperity of France, Beigium, Holland 
and Denmark. 

Referring to Irish coal, the lecturer said 
that a prosperous future lay in good mining, 
good handling, choap transport for the better 
grades, and the use at or near the pit bank 
of the poor grades and the duff or culm. 
In the course of time very little coal of any 
grade would be taken beyond the plant, which 
would use it at the colliery. 

_ Mr. Tweedy outlined a policy by which, he 
believed, Ireland, in fifty years time, could 
command power at a price which would com- 
pare well with the cost of power in England, 
and would be as self-supporting as her sup- 
a of raw materials of industry permitted. 
he variety and extent of those supplies 
were heyon the, imagination of the 
majority. The financial embarrassments now 
forced upon the State would lead 
to an early survey of the whole wealth of 
the country, and, for the same reason, it was 
even more important that the State should 
vest in itseli, for revenue purposes, the 
latent energy ‘of the rivera, bogs, and coal 
seams.

DIFFICULT PROBLEMS. 

From Ove DrevomaTic CORRESPONDENT. 

The Cabinet Committee on Mesopotamia 
was to have met yesterday to receive Sir 
Percy Cox’s report on the genera] situation. 
The meeting was, however, postponed ti! 
to-day, and Sir Percr’s return to Irak will 
be delaved for a week or so. 

A good deal of misconception as to the 
functions and intentions of the Committee 
p evails.

‘ith an undertaking given by Mr. ar Law 
during the General Election that all important 
commitments abroad would thoroughly 
examined by the new Government. 
It is, however, by no means the case that the 
only, or even the main, question before the 
Cc ommit tee ia the evacuation of all, or part, 
of the three vilayets which cons stitute freak: 
On the contrary, there are two eonsiderations 
in particular which seem to rule entirely any 
such withdrawal in the immediate future. 

One is the treaty concluded with King 
Feisul last October, which provides, among 
other points that neither the British nor the 
Irak Government shall cede, or lease, any 
pent of the mandate territory. That treaty 

og not yet been ratified, cause there is 

yet no constituent assembly in Irak 
to carry out that formality, but the Assembly 
should come into being in the neat throe or

prevented our battle-<cruisers from inter-

transports during the hours when we had her 
in our power. 

I cannot impeach the decision. It is right 
that the world should know it. But little did 
we imagine how much that act of honourable 
restraint was to cost us and all the world. 

So during this long summer afternoon these 
three great ships, hunted and hunters, were 
cleaving the clear waters of the Mediterranean 
in tense and oppressive calm. 

At any moment the Goeben could heave 
been smitten by sixteen 12-inch guns firi 
nearly treble her own weight of metal At 
tho Admiralty we suffered the tortures of 
Tantalus. 


Turks’ Well-kept Secret. 

At about 5 o'clock Prince Lonis observed 
that sunset in the Mediterranean at that date 
was not till 9 o'clock, There was, therefore, 
still time to sink the Goeben before dark. 
In the face of the Cabinet decision I was 
unable to utter a word. 

Nothing less than the vital safety of 
Great Britain could have justified so com- 
plete an overriding of the authority of the 
Cabinet.“ We hoped to sink her next day. 
Where could she go? Pola seemed her only 
refuge throughout the Mediterranean. Accord- 
ing to international law, nothing but intern- 
ment awaited her elsewhere. 

The Turks had kept their secret well. As 
the shadows of night fell over the Mediter- 
ranean the Goeben increased her speed to 
twenty-four knots, which was the utmost that 
our two battle cruisers could steam.

We have 
since learned that she was capable for a very 
short time of an exceptional speed, rising 
even to 26 or 27 knots. Aided by this 
she shook off her unwelcome companions, and 
vanished gradually in the gathering gloom. 
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An Interlude of Calm. 


Now, after all the stress and se of 
the preceding ten days, there came us at 
the Admiralty a strange interlude of calm. 
All the decisions hed been taken. The 
ultimatum to Germany had gone; it must 
ertainly be rejected. War would be declared 
at midnight. 

As far as we had been able to foresee the 

ent, all our preparations were de. 
Mobilisation was complete. Every ship was 
in its station; every man at his post. All 
over the world, every British captain ' and 
admiral was on guard. It only remained to 
give the signal. 

In the War Room of the Admiralty, where 
| sat waiting, one could hear the clock tick. 
From Parliament street came the murmurs of 
the crowd; but they sounded distant and the 
world seemed very still. One could only 
wait; but for what a result! 

Although the special duties of my office 
made it imperative that I of all others should 
be vigilant and forward in all that related to 
preparation for war, I claim, as these pages 
show, that in My subordinate station I had 
in these years before the war done nothing 
wittingly or willingly to impair the chances 
of a peaceable solution, and had tried my 
best as opportunity offered to make good 
relations possible between England and 
Germany. á 

I thank God that I could feel also in that 
hour that our country was guiltless of all 
intended purposes of war. Even if we had 
made some mistakes in the handling .f this 
awful crisis, though I do not know them 
from the bottom of our hearts we could say 
that we had not willel í;. 

Germany, it seemed, had rushed with head 
down and settled resolve tu her own undoing. 
And if this were what she had meant all 
aiong, if this was the danger which had 
really menaced us hour by hour during 
last five years, and would have hung 
ever us hour by hour until the crash eventu- 

ly came, was it not better that it should 
happen now—now that she hed pot herself 
to hopelessig in the wrong, now that we were 
ready beyond the reach of surprise, now that 
France and Russia and Great Britain were 
a! in the line together? 

rhe First Sea Lord and the Chief of the 
“ton came in with French Admirals who had 
‘urried over to concert in detail arrangements 
for the co-operation of the two Fleets in the 
Channel and in the Mediterranean. They were 
fine figures in uniform, and very grave. One 
felt in actual contact with these French 
e'cers how truly the crisis was life or death 
or France. 

They spoke of basing the French Fleet on 
Malta—that saine Malta for which we had 
‘ought Napoleon for so many years, which 
“as indeed the very pretext of the renewal of 
the war in 1803. Little did the Napoleon of 
St. Helena dream that in her most desperate 
need France would have at her disposal the 
great Mediterranean base which his stratecic 
Admirals, “ Use Malta as if it were Toulon.” 

The minutes passed slowly. 

Tt was 11 o'clock at ni¢ght—12 by German 
time—when the ultimetr expired. The war

I walked across the Horse Guards’ Parade 
to the Cabinet room and reported to the Prime 
Minister and the Ministers who were as- 
semnbled there that the deed was done,

Lord Kitchener at the Cabinet. 


When 1 next went to the Cabinet after the 
declaration of war, I found myself with new 
companions. During the previous seven Years 
Lord’ Moriey had always sat on the left of the 
Prime Minister, and I had always.sat next to 
Lord Meorlev. Many a wise, and witty ad- 
monition hed I received pencilled in scholarly 
phrase from my veteran neighbour, and «many 
a charming courtesy sich as he excelled in had 
graced the toilsome path of business. 

Ho had aaid to me on the Sunday of Re- 
soive: “LT it has to be, I am not the man to 
do it: I should only hamper those like you 
who have to bear the burden.’’ Now he was 
gone. In his place sat Lord Kitchener. 

On my left also there was a fresh figure— 
the new Minister of Agriculture—Lord Lucas. 

had known him since South African War 
days, when he lost his leg: and to know him 
was to delight in him. His open, gay, re- 
eponsive nature, his witty, ironical, but never 
unchivalrous tongue, his pleasing presence, his 
compulsive smile, made hin cok courted by 
his friends, of whom he had many and of 
whom I was one. Young for the Cabinet, heir 
to splendid possessions, happy in all that sur- 
rounded him, he seemed to have captivated 
Fortune with the rest. 


War Council Meets. 


Both these two men were marked for death 
at the hands of the enemy, the young Minister 
rappling with his adversary in the high air, 
the ald Field Marshal choking in the icy sea. 
I wonder what the twenty politicians round 
the table would have felt if they had been told 
that the prosaic British Cabinet was itself to 
be decimated in the war they had just de- 
clared. I think they would have felt a sense 
of pride and of relief in sharing to some extent 
the perils to which they were to send their 
countrymen, their friends, their sons. 
On the afternoon of August 5 the Prime 
Minister convened an Extraordinary Council of 
War at Downing street. 1 do not remember 
any gathering like it. It consisted of the 
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Ministers most prominently associated with 
the policy of our entering the war, the chiefs 
of the Navy and the Army, all the high 
military commanders, and in addition Lord 
Kitchener and Lord Roberts. 

Decision was required upon the question. 
How -should we wage that had just begun “ 
Those who spoke for the. War Office knew 
their own minds and were united. The whole 
British Army should be sent at once to 
France, according to what may justly be 
called the Haldane Plan. Everything in that 
Minister's eight years’ tenure of the War 
Office had led up to this, and had been 
sacrificed for this. 


Help for the French, 

To place an army of four or six divisions of 
infantry thoroughly equipped, with their 
necessary cavalry, on the left of the French 
ling within twelve or fourteen days of the 
order to mobilise, and to guard the home 
island meanwhile by the fourteen Territorial 
Divisions he had organised, was the scheme 
upon which, aided by Field-Marshals Nicholson 
and French, he had concentrated al! his efiorts 
and his stinted resouyoes. 

It. was a simple plan, bat it was a practical 
ie It had been persistently pursued and 
aboriously and minutely studied. It repre- 
sented approimxately the maximum war effort 
thet the voluntary system would ‘yield applied 
in the most effective and daring manner to 
the decisive spot. If this plan were adopted 
there would be nothing to argue about; 
nothing to hagzle over. 

The French knew exactly what help they 
were going to get if Great Britain decided to 
come in, and exactly when and where they 
were going to get it; and mobilisation schemes, 
railway graphics, time-tables, bases, dépéts, 
supply arrangements, etc., filling many 
volumes, regulated and ensured a thorough 
end concerted execution. A commander whose 
whole life led up to this point had been 
chosen. All that remained to be done was to 
take the decision and give the signal. 

At this point I reported on behalf of the 
Admiralty that, our mobilisation being in 
every respect complete and all our ships in 
their war stations, we would waive the ciaim 
we had hitherto made in all the discussions of 
the Committee of. Imperial Defence, that two 
Regular Divisions should be retained in (reat 
Britain as a safeguard against invasion, and 
that so far as the Admiralty was concerned, 
not four, but the whole six divisions could 
go at once; that we would provide for their 
trans riation and for the security of the 
island in their absence. This considerable 
undertaking was made good by the Royal 
Navy. . 


Antwerp? 

Discussion then turned upon the place to 
which they should be dispatched. Lord 
Roberts inquired whether it was not possible 
to base the British Army on Antwerp .o ana 
to strike, in conjunction with the Belgian 
Armies, at the flank and rear of the invaamg 
German hosts, 

We were not able, from an Admiralty point 
of view, to guarantee the sea communications 
of so large a force on the enemy side of the 
Straits of Dover, but ouly inside the Anglo- 
French Flotilla cordgn, which had already 
taken up its station. Mheáin no plane had 
been worked out by the War Office íor avch 
@ contingency. They had concentrated all 
their thought upon integral co-operation with 

e French left, wherever it might be. It was 
that or nothing 

Another discussion took place upon how far 
forward the British Expeditionary Force 
should be concentrated. Some high authori- 
ties were for concentrating it around Amiens 
for intervention after the first shock of battle 
had been taken. Both Lord Kitchener and 
Sir Douglas Haig seemed inclined to this view. 
But in the end Sir Join French and the for- 
ward school had their way, and it was felt 
that we must help France in the way the 
French Staff thought would be most effective. 


Long War Predicted. 

At this Great Council of War, Lord 
Kitchener had not yet become Secretary of 
State for War, but [ knew that his appoint- 
ment was impending. The Prime Minister 
could not possibly be burdened with the con- 
tinuous flow of inter-Departmental work pro- 
ceeding between the War Office and the Ad- 
miralty and requiring to be transacted be- 
tween Ministers. He, therefore, invited Lord 
Kitehener to undertake Ministerial charge of 
the War Office, and the Fiéld-Marshal, who 
had certainly not sought this post in any. way, 
had no choice but to accept. ’ ‘ 

Lord Kitchener now came forward to the 
Cabinet, on almost the first occasion after he 
joined us, and in soldierly sentences pro- 
claimed a series of inspiring and prophetic 
trutha. Every one expected that the war 
would be short; but wars took unexpected 
courses and we must now prepare for a long 
struggle. Sach a conflict could not be ended 
on the sea or by sea power alone. It could 
be ended only by great battles on the Con- 
tinent. In these the British Empire must 
bear its part on a scale proportionate to its 


magnitude and power. We must be. pre- 
pared to put armies of millions in the field and 
maintain them for sevetal years. In no other 
way could we discharge our duty to our 
Allies or to the world. 

These words were received by the Cabinet in 
silent assent; and it is my’belief that had 
Lord Kitchener proceeded to demand universal 
national service, to be applied as it might be 
required, his request would have been acceded 
to. He, however, proposed to content himself 
with calling for volunteers, and in the first 
instance to form six new Regular divisions.

LOCAL CONTROL IN EDUCATION.— 
Armagh Diocesan lard of Religious Educa- 
tion has passed a resolutitn approving many 
of the principles of the foreshadowed educa- 
tional] policy of the Government of Northern 
Ireland, but expressing the opinion that the 
devolution of local control has been carried 
too far in the interim report. This, in the 
Board’s opinion, would involve enormous ex- 
pense, oe would lead in Ea, districta to 
unhappy controversies. The Board holds 
that 1t is possible to create a system of central 
control, in which all localities can be fully re- 
presented, and at the same time to arrange 
that each county shall be responsible for such 
financial assistance from rates as may re- 
quired for its own needs. The Board is con- 
vinced, in view of the unsettled state of the 
country and the dangerous nature of the con- 
troversies which may be raised, that it would 
be wiser to deal with the problem of education 
in Belfast by means of a speal bill, and to 
leave the existing system untouched for the 
present in the counties; but that an increased 
grant for the repair, heating, and cleaning of 
primary schools throughout Northern Ireland 
ig necessary. 

MORTALITY RETURNS.—tTho deaths re- 
gistered in Belfast during last week numbered 
113, or an annual rate of 13.7 per 1,000. The 
corresponding annual rate for the past four 
weeks was 14.5. During the five weeks ended 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14.0, 
being 6.0 below the mean rate for the cor- 
responding portions of the ten years 1913-22. 
Deaths from tuberculosis disease numbered 
14, as against 18, 21, and 8 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks. The deaths registered for Lon- 
donderry during last week numbered 14, repre- 
senting an annual rate of 15.5 per 1,000. There 
ing an annual rate of 15.5 per 1,000. There 
were no cases of epidemic diseases among the 
13 deaths registered for other urban areag 
during last week. A return furnished by 
the medica] superintendent officer of health 
for Belfast shows that 25 cases of infectious 
diseases were notified last week. One was of 
encephalitis lethargica (a variety of sleeping 
sickness, but not the real type). At the 
Tuberculosis Institute during the week 16 
persons were diagnosed suffering from tuber- 
culosis 

PUBLICANS AND ILLICIT SPIRITS.—
